Full-scale attack by 
Nicaragua guerrillas 


MANAGUA, — Leftist guerrillas 
waging 2 full-scale offensive against 
government troops reportedly seized 
contro! of Nicarogua’s second 
largest clty yesterday as fighting 
raged across the country. Hundreds 
were feared killed in the heavy 
fighting, including several! 
policemen. 

The National Guard announced 
that Sandinista guerrifias launched a 
series of coordinated attacks on 
Saturday night across the country 
but claimed all were repelled. It 
reported “numerous casualties."" 

But Alonso Abaunza, publisher of 
the “‘El Central Americano"’ 
newspaper, reported from Leon, the 
city, that 
the guerrillas were in control in the 
downtown area. 

Abaunza said guerrillas wearing 
masks could be seen dehind 
barricades while government troops 
in helicopters fired from the air. 
Heavy fighting also flared in 
Managua — where the guerrillas at- 
tacked five police stationa in 
different parts of the city — 
Chinandega and Masaya. Bodies 
littered the streets in the capita! city, 
the only scene οἵ fighting accessible 
fe reporters.. 

-Sirens,’ gunfire’ ad é@xplosions 
reverhcrated through the capital al! 
night. Many people were cut off from 


_ thelr homes. 


“I can’t go home,"' said one 
woman walking down the street in 
tears. “I don’t know where my 


children are." 

All semblance of public order has 
vanished. Groups of young people 
roamed through Managua biocking 
traffic. 

One of the police stations attacked 
was reportedly destroyed by an in- 
cendiary bomb. Eyewitnesses said 
at least two policemen were killed 
and others wounded in one of the at- 
tacks. . 

The National Guard said 11 had 
contained the attacks against the 
five police stations In the Managua 
area and on security force units in 
Leon, 90 km. north of here, and in 
Chinandega, 40 km. farther north. 

The Red Cross described the situa- 
tion in Leon as serious and said it 
was recelving many calls for 
medical assistance. It gave a similar 
report on the aftermath of the 
Chinandega fighting. 

The current drive‘ to overthrow 
President Anastasio Somoza began 
on August 22 when guerrillas of the 
Sandinista National Liberation 
Front seized the national patace in 
Managua, holding hundreds of peo- 
ple hostage and finally forcing the 
government to fly them, out of the 
country with δθ freed political 
prigonera. - ... 

The National Guard assumed con- 
trol of radio and television stations 
and urged Nicaraguans to stay in- 
doors. 

‘There is nothing to fear,"’ one 
communique said. ‘Everything is 
under control." (Reuter, UPI). 


Israel overflies Beirut after 
Syrians again pound Christians 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Sonic booms 
from Israeli jets were heard over 
Beirut yesterday for the first time. 
since the start of the Camp David 
summit, hours after Syrian troops 
battled Christian militias in the 
city's fiercest firing in two months. 

Rocket, artillery, mortar and 
machinegun duels the third 
round of worsening overnight battl- 
ing — were centred on the Christian 
southeastern hili suburb of Hadath, 
not far from President Elias Sarkis's 
official residence, and tapered off 
into sniper fire by dawn. 

Heavy weapons fire resumed 
briefly in the main East Beirut 
neighbourhood of Aasrafiya at mid- 
afternoon, residents said, but then 


The Christian PI Party 
said eight Lebanese had been killed 
and 174 wounded since fighting 
erupted on Thursday No 
Syrian casualty figures have been 
released. 

Syrian positions poured in artillery 
and rocket fire — including Soviet- 
made Katyushas — while the 
Christians answered with artillery, 
mortars and rocket-propelled 


grenades. 
Phalangist radio said some 2,000 
Syrian shells and rockets ploughed 


into Christian areas on the southeast 
of Beirut tate Saturday and early 
yesterday and that 300 buildings had 
been damaged in Hadath alone. 


The mounting violence appeared 
to signal a showdown over renewal 
of the Syrians’ six-month Arab 
League mandate, which comes up 
for discussion tomorrow among 
League ministers in Cairo. 

Christian former preaident 
Camille Chamoun yesterday slapped 
down Prime Minister Selim Al- 
Hogs‘s contention that the mandate 
must be renewed. 


With sniper duels continuing in 
various parts of the Christian East of 
the city, several sonic booms rumbI- 
ed over the city around noon and the 
official Phalangist radio confirmed 
reports from government sources 
that two Israeli reconnaissance 
planes were responsible. 


It was the first such reported 
overflight since about noon last 
Wednesday, hours before the start of 
the Camp David peace talks. 

The fresh reconnaissance came on 
the heels of a separate Chamoun 
statement on Saturday charging that 
Syria had engineered renewed 
Beirut fighting in a bid to undermine 
the summit. ᾿

‘The teachers accepted the 
Histadrut plan at 9 last night, despite 
reported disagreement between the 
two teachers’ uniona over that deci+ 
sion. 

The Histadrut plan. suggested by 
Rehavia Ofek, deputy director of the 
Histadrut Trades Union Department, 
would give the teachers a 15 per cent 
raise retroactive from April, pald 
with the!r September salaries. 

In return for this, the teachers 
agreed to negotiate on their demand 
for a 35 per cent rise, refraining from 
striking at least until November 1.

ASHKELON. — A 26-year-old pilot 
was killed yesterday morning when 
his crop-spraying airplane hit the 
ground and burned in a cotton field 

near Ashkelon. 

Following the accident — the sixth, 
Chimavir crash this year -- 
Transport Minister Meir Amit is con- 
sidering suspension of the operating 
licence of the Chimavir crop-dusting 
company. 

The Piper airpiane crashed about 
9:30 a.m. while the pilot, Moshe 
Kulka, of Sde Nahum, was spraying 
the cotton fields of Kibbutz Gvaram. 
There were apparently no witnesses 
to the crash, and the charred 


wreckage was found only several 
hours later, 

The acting chief of the Civil Avia- 
tion Administration, Naphtall Ben- 
Yehuda, transmitted the minister's 
views to Yisrael Eichenwald, direc- 
tor of Chimavir. Eichenwald was 
requested to give the civil aviation 
chief reasons why the company's 
licence should not be revoked.

Merchants threaten action 
against 380% jump in rent

Merchants’ ‘‘strikes,'' 
demonstrations and court cases are 
in the offing following yesterday's 
dec‘sion by the Ministerial 
Economic Committee to allow 
landlords of shops and other non- 
residential premises to raise rents 
by up to 380 per cent over the next 
four years, beginning next January 
1. 

“We know it’ was a radical 
decision," Construction and Housing 
Minister Gideon Patt told reporters 
in Jerusalem last night. "But it had 
to be done to bring commercial rents 
into Une with the realities of the cost 
of living. As.for the tenants’ claim 
that their key-money equity would 
be endangered, that could be so. 
However, key-money, in the final 
analysis, (5 a function of the 
marketplace." 

The 380 per cent boost was 
calculated on the basis of ἃ 280 per 
cent rise in the Consumer Price 
Index between 1974 and this year. 
and ἃ conservative estimate of an 
additional 100 per cent ascent in the 
CPI over the coming four years. 


To soften the effect of yesterday's 
decision, the 380 per cent increment 
is to be spread over the coming four 
years, with four annual bonuses of $5 
per cent each. 

Only three classes of business are 
not subject to the sharp rent in- 
creases — those with an annua! tur- 
nover of less than IL400,000, family- 
owned grocery shops with no more 
than one worker, and tiny one-man 
business establishments with tur- 
nover so smail that they are not re- 
quired to maintain books of account 
under the Value Added Tax Law. 

The under-1L.600,000 business rents 
may not be raised by more than 280 


per cent, and the two smaller- 
volume classes, by 266 per cent. 

Regardless of the size of the 
business, a 33 per cent rent reduction 
is due for a period of 15 years follow- 
ing the leasee’s investment of key- 
money in the premises. Another 25 
per cent discount can be claimed by 
the leasee for eight years after major 
renovations or property tmprove- 
ment work in the quarters he oc- 
cupies. 

Minister without Portfolio Moshe 
Nissim, who participated in the news 
conference, was asked what would 
happen if a landlord of a rent- 
controlled shop and his tenant were 
unable to agree on ἃ mutually accep- 
table rental fee. 

“In that event,” Nissim replied, 
“both sides have recourse to the 
courts. In the past. the High Court 
has ruled that an equitable annual 
rent is one that ranges in amount 
between six and seven per cent of the 
est!mated value of the property 
when ‘vacant."": 

Moments after the government's 
decision was disclosed, Avraham 
Birnba, secretary of the Jerusalem 
Merchants Association, told The 
Jerusalem Posi: ‘This action is 
even more disastrous than the 
original Rotenstreich Committee 
recommendations which we feared 
would be accepted by the govern- 
ment. 

“Our organization now calls on the 
Tel Aviv Merchants Association and 
similar organizations all over the 
country to join us in a general 
business shutdown. The voice and 
power of merchants and other small 
businessmen will be heard and feit."" 

Birnbaum said the date of‘ the 
businessmen's “‘strike’’ has not yet 
been set, "but it will probably be 
held before the November 7 
municipa} elections."’

The flute is apparently the first 
melodic instrument from the Second 


_ Temple period ever found in 


Jerusalem except for the 
mouthpiece of a flute found on Mount 
‘Zion several years ago. The Mount 
Zion mouthpiece, however, was 
never publicized — Shilo did not 
know about it — and it was apparent- 
ly much smaller than the section 
found in the City of David. The latter 


_ contains four equally spaced finger- 
ig two thumb holes 


ing holes above and two 
below. (Modern flutes contain only 
one thumb hole.) 

The flute is incomplete and Shilo 
surmises that ita mouthpiece had 
been broken off. Bayer, however, 
said she thought it had never been 
finished and may have been cast off 
with other bones from a nearby 
workshop. The fingering holes, she 
said, had been very efficiently drill- 
ed. “They were quite advanced 
technologically,” she said. 

Other musical instruments which 
have been found from the temple 
period include cymbals, metal bells 
and rattles made of pottery with 
pellets inside, aaid Bayer. 

Shilo said he was surprised at the 

wealth of finds uncovered during the 
first season's dig on the difficult 
eastern slope of David's City. 
Following are some of the most 
notable: 
¢ Acity dump, outside the ancient 
version of Dung Gate, containing 
thousands of pots, many of them 
complete, and including 2.500 cook- 
ing vessels, 
* The first settlement layer ever 
found in Jerusalem from the sixth 
century BCE when Jews began to 
ἀμερὲς to Zion from Babylonian ex- 
ile. 
« A 25-metre section of city wall 
from the seventh or eighth centuries 
BCE (the city besieged by the 
Assyrians under Sennacherib). the 
first substantia] section of city wall 
from this period. The height un- 


covered is three to four metres. 
Digging just inside this wall, the 
archeologists uncovered three dis- 
tinct layers from the Israelite 
period. 

» Aseries of stout walls which serv- 
ed both as outer city fortifications 
and dams for the pools served by the 
Shiloah spring through the Firat and 
Second Temple periods. 

* A 7O-metre section of tunnel 
from the spring southward with a 
series of apertures which served for 
{rrigation purposes. 

This season's dig, which lasted two 

“months, is the first of flve annual 
digs to be directed by Shilo. It is be- 
ing carried out under the auspices of 
the Israel Exploration Society ‘and 
the archeology department of the 
Hebrew University. Funds for the 
dig and subsequent restoration are 
heing provided through the 
Jerusalem Foundation by South 
African Jewry. Mendel Kaplan of 
South Africa. who is spearheading 
the fund-raising project. said yester- 
day that $750,000-$im. will ἣς provid- 


ed during the next five years. 

Shilo said that the reconstructed 
site will be incorporated in the 
archeological park being developed 
around the Old City walls and the 
foot of the Temple Mount. Visitors to 
the site in the future will be able to 
trace the growth of the city from its 
beginning around the Shiloah spring 
and the City of David to the north 
and west. He noted that the current 
digs are all being carried out on 
state-owned land, and will be resum- 
ed next summer.

Apparentiy the most experienced 
security force in this type of work 
outside Israel is the British army in 
Ulster, which reportedly makes ex- 
tensive use of remote-controlled 
vehicles for approaching, examining 
and removing suspicious objects. 

The vehicle, dubbed 
“Wheelbarrow” by its manufac- 
turers, is tracked and is said to be 
able to climb stairs, open doors, and 
lift and tew objects with a variety of 
gtappling arms. It is controlled by 
4n operator sitting in a support vehi- 
cle who can see what is happening 
via a closed circuit TV attached to 
the vehicle. 

‘The ‘‘Wheelbarrow” is powered by 
two engines, giving it variable 
speeds necessary for a fast approach 
to the object as well as the delicate 
operations of examination and 
removal. The power source is two 12- 
volt batteries. This base can also 
serve for mounting a number of ad- 
ditional sensors. the details of which 


are classified. However, it is un- 
derstood that these allow the 
operator to determine if the object 
contains an explosive without 
needing to open it. In addition, the 


vehicle can be used to detonate the]. 


bomb safely if necessary. 

The experience of the British army 
has been that the Wheelbarrow is 
adept enough to cope with the 
sophisticated devices used by Irish 
terrorists. and in cases where there: 
are explosions, it is generally only 
the superstructure which is damag- 
ed. This is easily replaceable. 

Other methods of dealing with 
terrorist devices — or explosive ord- 
nance disposal in the army jargon — 
are to neutralize the mechanisms 
with various physical or chemical 
technologies and to remove them 
safely in “‘bomb-proof" containers. 

In addition, much attention is be- 
ing given to developing blast- and 
sbrapnel-proof matertais to 
the men who have to’ examine

Local authorities, clerks. 
sign their wage agreement.

TEL AVIV. — The first wage agree- 
ment in the public sector was signed 
yesterday between the Union of 
Local Authorities and the Histadrut 

Clerks Union. ᾿ 

The approximately 50,000 clerical, 
administrative and service workers 
in the loca) authorities will receive a 
15 per cent wage increase, 12% per 
cent retroactive from April and 
another 2% per cent starting in Oc- 
tober. 

Some workers will get additional 
benefits, since the seniority limit has 
been raised from 20 to 25 years anda 
new grade, 21 plus, has been added 
at the top of the scale. 

A union spokesman said both sides 
agreed orally to promote clerks at 
the bottom of the ladder more quick- 
ly. Mothers of children under eight 
can work one hour less each day un- 
der the agreement, and flexible 
working hours for women, as well as 
help to working mothers in paying 
Tursery school or kindergarten tui- 
ton, are also included. ξ 

The new wage scale ranges from 
about IL.2,500 for a beginning clerk at 
the lowest grade to IL11,442 for a 
worker in the top grade with 25 years 
seniority. 

One of the most important parts of 
the agreement, from the clerks un- 
ion‘s point of view, is not written in 
the contract itself but in a letter at- 
tached to it. The Union of Local 
Authorities promises in the letter 
that if other employees in the public 
Sector receive additional benefits, or 
raises of over 15 per cent, the same 
advantages wil) be given to the 


clerks. Eliyahu Relf, secretary- 
general of the union, said the letter is 
just as binding as the contract and 
leaves no room for differences over 
interpretation.

Army to wrap tanks, jeeps in plastic bags

The IDF now intends to put its 
tanks, other armoured vehicles, and 
jeeps with TOW anti-tank missiles in 
plastic bags to protect them from 
destructive changes in humidity. 


The new ‘“‘dry clad" storage 
system. currently used in the U.S. 
and Engiend, was tested here and, 
according to spokesmen, was found 
to reduce substantially anti-rust 
maintenance. 


Under the new system. the 
vehicles are. wrapped with heavy 
plastic sheets, and a drier maintains 
the desired degree of humidity in the 
enclosed plastic bag formed by the 
wrapping sheets. A different degree 
of humidity was said to be optimum 


for different parts of the country. - 


The sheets must be removed only 
once every year or two for rust 
prevention maintenance, ‘the army 
said.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia. — Prime 
Minister Ian Smith, saying 
Rhodesians faced the greatest crisia 
of their lives, announced & 
form of martial law to strengthen the 
nation's war effort.

Chinamano, who is Nkomo's 
spokeaman as well as internal leader 
of ZAPU (Zimbabwe African 
Peoples Union), told the press, “they 
are atill being collected."*

his address, Smith placed ‘‘the 
ayer eae of the blame” for last 
week's airplane disaster and other 
acts of terrorism on the U.S. and Bri- 
tain, and warned he would move 
against the local affiliates of the 
guerrilla-backed Patriotic Front.

He said the introduction of martial 
law has been repeatedly considered 
but that on examination, it was 
decided that putting 811 ται 
end national resources under 
militery authority “could create as 
many problems, if not more, than it 
solved."" 

“And so, with typical Rhodesian 
ingenuity, we have adapted to our 
peculiar circumstances and have 
now produced a plan to maximize 
the advantages and minimize the 
disadvantages," he said. 

“One could term it a modification 
of martial law, which will enable us 

to streamline in order to 
facilitate the prosecution of our war 
effort while at the same time leaving 
intact those civil authorities which 
are required to continue to play their 
part,” Smith said. 

“Tt will be introduced to particular 
areas as and when required and not 
on a nation-wide basis, It will lead to 
tougher, stronger measures against 
our enemies — this is the precise in- 


tention," he continued. 


Smith did not make clear how his 
new plan would differ from the pre- 
sent situation, whereby ail able 
white Rhodesians have a military 
commitment and the armed forces 
operate in all parts of the country. 

Referring to the outpouring of 
demands by whites for retribution 
for the shooting down by Patriotic 
Front insurgents of an Air Rhodesia 
airliner and the subsequent 
massacre of 10 of the 18 survivors, 
Smith said, "1 understand their reac- 
tions and their feelings. Indeed I 
share them." 

But, he added, "Ἴ cannot afford the 
luxury of giving way to my 
emotions."

THE JERUSALEM POST 


Allende’s 
last words 


Five years ago today Chilean 
President Salvador Allende 
died in a rightist coup. Post 
Editor ARI RATH was in 
Chile at the time; here is his 
report, from Santiago on 
September 20, 1973. 


SANTIAGO. — A week after he died. 
the circumstances of Dr. Salvador 
Allende’s death were still shrouded 
In mystery. But on Sept. 15, on 
Cnile‘s saddest Independence day. I 
eame across a unique handwritten 
document, part of which was 
possibly written by Allende himself 
and part by one of his close aides — 
recording the late president's layt 
-worda to his friends and family, who 
were together with him at the 
-Moneda on that fateful Tuesday mor- 
ning. 3 
Written on the stationery im- 
printed ‘*Presidescia de la 
Republica-Secretaria™ on {ts upper 
left corner, 1 confirma earlier 
reports by his daughter Beatriz and 
by the doctor who was attached to 
the Moneda presidential paiece that 
day. The time recorded is “10.00 ap- 
prox.’ It was at exactly 10 that the 
Chilean Army's tanks opened fire on 
the Moneda. Headed “Dr. Allende In 
the Toscea Room,” where his body 
was found later on, it reads In ver- 
_batim translation from the Spanish: 


“The women and the men who 
have no way of defending 
themselves should leave. I order the 
companeras (comrades) to leave the 
Moneda. J want them to leave. I wil! 
not surrender, but I don't want you to 
be a sterile sacrifice. They have the 
power, 

“Revolutions are not made by 
spiritual! cowards; that’s why I am 
staying. Everyone else should leave. 
I am not going to resign. I thank 
everyone for their support. The men 
who want to help me fight can stay. I 
have with me here two daughters 
who have no reason to stay here. 
‘They must leave.”” 

‘The other side of the page, written 
by a different hand, contains 
Allende’s last words to his two 
daughters, Beatriz and Marla 
Christina, and to Rene. the latter's 
husband. The time is given as 11.15, 
just 15 minutes after expiry of the 
junta's first ultimatum to Allende 
and his aides to surrender. By that 
time, about three dozen officials and 
unarmed cerabineros of the 
Presidential guard were just leaving 
through the front gate of the 
Moneda, waving white 
handkerchiefs. 

Headed “‘Allende in the basement 
— to his daughters" it reads: 

“Leave. You have children to

Impressions abroad 


GARDENER’S CORNER /Waiter Frankl 


ALL OF US have felt. the effects of 
thé ever-increasing cost-of-living. 
Those fortunate enough to have a 
large garden have the option of 
growing vegetables to ease the 
strains on the family budget. In a 
small home garden, however, its 
limited space is most often devoted 
to flowers. In London, at the world- 
famous Kew Gardens, I discovereda 
way of growing food plants in amall 
plots while retaining the decorative 
value of a garden. 

At Kew I saw many decorative 
flower beds planted with edible 
plants lining the main road from the 
entrance gate of the park. A nicely 
shaped large oval was filled with 
high plants bearing dark green 
foliage and smaller plants with dark 
red leaves. A sign post named the 
“‘flowers"’ as potato (solanxm 
tuberosum) and beet root fbeta 
vulgaris). Other round flower heds 
held tomato plants in their centre 
with bordera of light green lettuce. 
Elsewhere high-growing sweet corn 
had runner beans climbing up them. 
In short, our well! known market 
vegetables appeared, one by one, as 
decorative plants set out in or- 
namental fashion. A park keeper 
told me that the plantings were 
meant to demonstrate the urgency of 
producing food. ft certainly was a 
practical and pleasing experiment, 
combining beauty and economy, and 
one that we might try here. 


EVERYWHERE in England one 
sees hanging baskets filled with a 
multitude of flowers and ferns and 
decorativé grasses. All plantings are 
mixed, with emphasis mostly on con-

trasting colours — carmine and 
white carnations or dark blue 
lobelias and snowy alyssum or gyp- 
sophila or purple and white striped 
petunias with small orange tagetes. 
Baskets vary in size and colour and 
may appear at the main entrance to 
ἃ hotel or restaurant or inside a 
supermarket, at bus stops and 
railway stations, in schools, 
churches, post offices and even 
petrol stations. 

Most baskets were made of wire 
but reeds, twigs or any pliable 
material would do. A bottom layer of 
moss or straw is covered with dark 
composted soll mixed with 9 bit of 
peat or vermiculite. In place of the 
moss some people used a piece of 
perforated plastic with flat stones 
over the holes. 

Don't think basket culture [Δ easy. 
One woman who had several 
wonderfully flowering baskets at the 
front of her house said she had to 
water her “garden” daily — and

One has to be a true enthusiast to 
dea] successfully with blooming 
baskets, but I believe the effort is 
worthwhile since they are not only 
decorative, but easy to arrange and 
relatively cheap. 


MY SON-IN-LAW, who is studying in 
England, took me for a tour into the 
green English countryside, which in- 
cluded a visit to Sherborne Castle, 
one of the fine old seats scattered 
throughout England. Sherborne, 
built in the 12th century by one of the 
Tudors, was partly destroyed by the 
armies of Cromwell during the Civil 
War. It merits description. 

Queen Elizabeth I gave Sherborne, 
with its manors and estates, to her 
personal favourite, Sir Walter 
Raleigh. 

Beautifully landscaped, the 
castle's grounds include big lawns, 
flower and vegetable gardens, fruit 
orchards, pastures for horses, sheep 
and cows, evergreen forests (a com- 
mon sight in the English coun- 
tryside) and uncommon species of 
high, decorative trees that Sir 
Walter brought back from his adven- 
turous journeys to the New World 
which he planted himself nearly 400 
years ago. . 

I watked on the soil where he ex- 
perimented with American tobacco 
planta. I saw the site of his kitchen 
garden, where a crop was first 
cultivated in Europe that later 
bécame one of the most famous and 
Most popular food items not only in 
England, but throughout the world — 
the potato. As a hobby gardener, I 
tried to reconstruct the feeling Sir 
Walter had when he discovered the 
precious tubers. 

At Sherborne, tea and 
refreshments are available at the 
Gothie dairy ite a little lake, 
which beautifies the grounds. A sign 
at the cafeteria announces “‘fresh, 
crisp chips."' Does the caterer know 
that the former landlord of the castle 
introduced potatoes into England? 
Of course he does, as does everyone 
at the castle, and they are proud to 
show you the life-sized oi] of Sir 
Waiter. Poor fellow! After 
Elizabeth's death, a narrow-minded 
and unthankful king, James I, im- 
prisoned Raleigh for 13 Red in the 
Tower then μας him 


West Germany about gardening and 
farming in Israel, I visited the 
famous botanical garden of 
Romberg Park and Europe's biggest 
rosarium, Westphalen Park. There it 
was a great pleasure for me to be 
welcomed at the entrance gate with 
a huge bouquet of yellow, sweet- 
smelling roses. These flowers had a 


significance. 

The rosarium boasta 34,000 
species, with a representative from 
nearly every country. When its 
directors heard that a man in Israel 
has succeeded in creating the first 
“Israeli rose," they wrote me and 
asked for some little flower buds 
(called eyes) from this rose for gratf- 
ting. I found the ‘father’ of the 
rose, Arnold Holtzman of Yehud, and 
he volunteered to send the buds to 
Dortmund, where experts Dr. J. 
Bueneman and Manfred Klohse 
succeeded in them on briar 
(wild rose) stock. Now the Israeli 
rose, called Ramat Gan 70, had 
found a place with the best rose 
specimens from the Soviet Union, 
China, Japan, England, Germany, 
etc, The tens of thousands of visitors 
to the park can note the sign next to 
these fragrant yellow blooms that 
represent Israel]. 

T once visited Arnold Holtzman at 
his nursery and asked why, with all 
green houses and 
working facilities at Yehud, he had 
come to cal) his creation “Ramat 
Gan Το.“ 

“Very simple,"” he answered. 
“The municipality of Ramat Gan 
provided the means.""

Breakthrough in 
turning coal into oil 


MIDLAND, Michigan (AP), — Dow 
Chemical Co. says it has developed a 
new process it calls a “major ad- 
vance" in efforts to turn coal Into oil. 

If it works out, the process could 
lead to commercial coal Hquefaction 
by 1000, according to Edward M. 
Nussbaum, technical director of 
hydrocarbon research at Dow's 
headquarters here. 

Several processes have been 
developed since the first one in Ger- 
many about 1925, but all are expen- 

να. 

Dow’a breakthrough, the result of 
five vears of research, involves us- 
ing an inexpensive catalyst, a 
chemical that speeds up the desired 
reaction, which is partly recycled. It 
results in an ofl product which is es- 
sentially free of solid contaminants 
and is low in sulfur, Nussbaum said. 

The process can make three to 
four barrels of oll from a ton of coal 
at a cost of about $80, Nussbaum 
said. Although four barrels of im- 
ported crude oll currently cost about 
$50, he said, the price of crude is ex- 
pected to increase faster than that of 
coal, making the process more 
seonomnieal.

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Threat to Iran’s Shah 


A QUARTER-OF-A-CENTURY after his smashing victory, aid- 
ed by some friends from abroad, over the leftist-nationalist 
challenge to his regime, Shah Reza Pahlavi is facing what may 
turn out to be the biggest threat ever. 
Iran’s main cities, including Teheran, are now under martial 
law, although masses of rioters, goaded on by their religious 
leaders, keep defying the ban — only to be fired upon by the (so 
far) loyal troops. The programme of liberalization, proclaimed 
with considerable fanfare not so long ago, has had to be 
scrapped. The Shah, reeling under the sudden blow to his 
prestige, is frantically trying to map a new, viable policy. 
This painful reversal fn Iran's march towards the promised 
dawn of a ‘great civilization" is, of course, primarily the 
business of the Iranians themselves. But at the same time it is of 
vital concern also to all the peoples of the area, Israe] among 
them. lt would easily affect not only the geo-political situation in 
the Persian Gulf area, but the giobal balance of power. 
That itself is a clear measure of Iran's importance in the 
world today. 
It should be said that the Pahlavi dynasty has had bouts of 
religious malaise before, starting in the 1920's. Already at that 
time the imperative of domestic reform, dictated by the present 
ruler's father began to erode the privileges of the Shi'a clerical 
establishment. The most recent confrontation between the Shah 
and the Moslem clergy, too, has come in response to profound 
social and economic changes. 
It followed 15 years of galloping but very uneven prosperity, 
accompanied by only the scantest expansion of political 
freedoms. The particular boom that resulted from the quadrupl- 
ing of oil prices, itself largely due to the Shah's pressure, im-

much more to the already bloated coffers of the upper classes. 
The worst hit, though, may have been the new, burgeoning 
middle classes, swept along a tide of rising political expec- 
tations, which the regime lacked either the ability or the im- 
agination to satisfy. 
The intellectuals and the youth, frustrated by the 
government's ineptness and corruption, its military ostentation 
achieved at the expense of economic productivity, and its om- 
nipresent secret police, the Savak, went abroad and stayed 
there — or went underground. Although they were mostly 
secularized, and mainly left-leaning, they found in the Shi'ite es- 
tablishment the only legitimate outlet for the expression of opi- 


The clergy, needless to say, had their.own interests to protect, 
and grievances to air. They deeply resented the Shah's agrarian 
reform, which destroyed their major ally, the big landowners. 
They equally bewailed the drop in their waqf income and the 
country's loss of traditiona] morality. 

Politically, the religious leadership placed a premium on a 
return to the 1906 constitution, which allowed them a veto over 
any legislation deemed to be repugnant to the tenets of Islam. 
This the Shah would not countenance. He did, however, give in 
to their demand for the removal of Bahais from his entourage. 

This has only helped whet further the religious leaders’ 
appetite. What manner of appetite they have may also be gaug- 
ed from the sudden outbreak of venomous anti-Jewish agitation 
throughout Iran, and the easy spread of the malicious rumour 
about the arrival of an Israe] army contingent to prop up the 
Shah'a wobbly throne. 2 

It need not be a mere coincidence that the top Shi'a figure, the 
exiled Ayatolla Khomeini, is now operating from a base in Iraq. 
From there, he is plotting an all-out assault on the monarchy, 
supported as he is by the re-emerging Jay political leaders. 

At this juncture, these lay people, whether liberal- 
constitutionalist — and therefore Western-oriented — by per- 
suasion, or extreme leftist — hence largely Soviet leaning — by 
outlook, are biding their time. They are willing to wait until the 
point of total anarchy. 
Then, they believe, the country would fall like a rotten apple into 
their laps. 

But into whose lap exactly? Iran’s fine liberals, and there is 
no dearth of them, are fooling themselves if they believe that the 
inheritance will be theirs. The peculiar concoction described as 
Iran's ‘Islamic Marxists”’ may be, as some people claim, part- 
ly a fantasy, but it may well materialize as the next power in 
Teheran should the Shah fall. 

The prospect has been enough to bring Pakistan's Gen. Zia to 
make a sudden demonstrative pilgrimage to holy shrines in 
Tran, and he cannot be the only Islamic ruler in the area to feel 
that this is the time to rush to the Shah's aid. Indeed there can be 

little doubt that this is one subject on which President Sadat and 
Premier Begin must be in complete agreement. 
One thing that remains unclear at the moment is what, if 
anything, the Western powers are prepared to do to prevent 
. Teheran from going the way of Baghdad and Kabul. 
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negotiations. :

IN AN ARTICLE in this paper on 
August 13, Moshe Kohn criticizes 
what he describes as my misinter- 
pretation of Rabbi Yehuda Amital’s 
beliefs in a lecture at a Jerusalem 
seminar earlier this year, and in an 
article in Vol. 88 of ‘Proceedings of 
the Rabbinical Assembly,“ publish- 
ed in New York in 1976.

Twice on one page, for example, 
he refers to the “‘messianic dimen- 
sion” conferred on the war by “the 
establishment of the Kingdom of 
Israel."
